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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6,8,9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. Claims 1,2 and 4 have the limitation of the adjusting plate (13b) moving in 
a plane that is perpendicular to the plane of the base member (13a). This is not 
enabled by the specification, as the adjustable member is described as moving 
vertically in relation to the base member. The plane of the base member is vertically 
oriented, so is the movement of the adjustment plate. The base member and the 
adjustment plate are coplanar and remain so no mater how the adjustment plate is 
moved. It appears the applicant is trying to claim that the adjustment plate moves 
vertically relative to the base plate, while they remain in the same plane, as this is how 
the device is disclosed as working. 

Claims 3,5,6,8,9 and 18 all depend from claim 1 and have the same enablement 
deficiencies. 

Further regarding claims 1 and 2 the holding member is not taught as being 
provided in the base member. The language used is very specific and is not supported 
by the specification or drawings. The holding member is provided in the adjustment 
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plate and is supported by the base plate via member (41). The limitation must be clear 
as to the actual position of the holding member. 

Response to Amendment 
The amendments to the drawings and claims filed on April 11, 2005 have been 
entered into the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6,8,9 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st . paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The 
closest prior art of Rosenquist does not teach or suggest the port door have two 
coplanar sections that move relative to one another to align with a pod door. 
Suggestions for rewriting the portion of claim 1 to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112 
rejections are below. 

Starting at line 10 --the door is provided with a base member and a coplanar 
position adjusting member movable within the plane of the base member-. This 
language may be used at all places where the newly added "generally perpendicular" 
phrase was used. 

Starting at line 16 - the holding member being supported by the base member 
and holding the position of the positioning adjusting member relative to said base 
member.- 

These are only suggestions on how to place the application into condition for 
allowance, other wording may be acceptable. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 12, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Regarding the rejection of claims 1 and 2 based upon the location of 
the holding member applicant has not shown that the holding members are provided in 
the base member. While they are supported by the base member they also move 
relative to member (41) as they are connected to plate (13b) and member (41) is 
connected to base (13a). The active portion of the holding member best shown by 
element (43) must move with the adjustment plate while element (41) remains static. 
The claims remain finally rejected. All other previous rejections have been withdrawn 
based upon the amendments to the claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
